The work of the Hongkong Society for 
the Prevention’ of Cruelty ‘ta Animals 
during the year was reviewed by. Sir 
“Henry Pollock, KC, President, who took 
the chair at the annual meeting held Last 
evening in the Jardine-Matheson Build- 
ing. , . . ‘ 


Sir Heary pointed out that thera had 


been a considerable: decrease in cruelty 
to animals'owing to the educational pro- 
| paganda carried out by the Inspectors of 
the Society. ‘As they were aware, their 
object was ‘to edutate the ‘Chinese in 
these matters, nad not .to prosecute, 
except in very seiious cases.” s 

The other day he was told a very in- 
teresting fact which shows that the spirit 
which started thia ‘Bociety had taken root 


helsewhere, that there was actually start- 


ing in Canton a Jocal Soviety for the 
“Prevention. of Cruelty to Animals.
